Farm strike impact likely to be hidden until spring 


Tho U.S. Department of 
Agriculture will keep close 
watch on effects of the 
nationwide fanner strike, 
but the full impact mBy not 
be apparent until the spring 
planting season, a spokes¬ 
man said. 

Reports from lenders of 
the movement around the 


country indicated participa¬ 
tion will be sporadic, 
although vigorous pickoting 
appeared in tho offing in 
some areas. 

Government officials pre¬ 
dicted little if any immed¬ 
iate or long-range impact on 
food prices. 

But Leslie Bitner. an 


official of the sponsoring 
American Agriculture or¬ 
ganization, said in Wash¬ 
ington that if farmers decide 
to picket food middlemen 
such as meat, packers, 
"then consumers could feel 
it within a week." 

Tom Sand, a spokesman 
for Agriculture Secretary 
Bob Bergland, said reports

Numbers small, publicity large at Washington rally 


Protesting U.S. farmers 
failed to draw the gigantic 
crowds they had hoped for 
to the nation's Capitol, but 
they achieved their main 
goal at a rally in 
Washington, D.C. Dec. 10 
— publicity for their Dec. 14 
strike. 

Although representatives 
of the American Agriculture 
Movement had talked of 
20,000 farmers gathering in 
Washington to publicize the 
farmer's plight and solidify 
the movement, chilling 
temperatures kept the 
crowd down to about 600 
people, of which at least 
10% were from the news 
media. Similar rallies were 
held in 30 state capitals. 

Fanners from Maryland 
and Virginia and from as far 
as Oregon, Colorado, Kan¬ 
sas and New Mexico, drove 
about 300 tractors, trailers, 
pickup trucks, and com 
pickers to the rally on the 
grounds of the Washington 
Monument, where anyone 
who wanted to talk was 
handed a microphone. 

A sense of isolation, a 
feeling of being ignored by 
consumers and anger at the 
Carter administration sur¬ 
faced in all farmers’ 
comments. No farmer, 
however, made concrete 
suggestions on how to 
achieve the movement's de¬ 
mand for 100% of parity. 
Parity for wheat, as sn 
example, is based on the 
prices farmers had to pay 
for goods and services 
during the period 1910- 
1914. 

One farmer from Mary¬ 
land complained, "There 
ain't no farmers in the 
White vHouae* op in the 
Department of - Agriculture 
.he (President Jimmy Car¬ 
ter) ain't no farmer...the 
only time he ever drove a 
tractor was when he ran for 
President." 

Senator Bob Dole (R- 
Kan.) received a mixed, but 
friendly reception from the 
crowd. One farmer Baid, "It 
took a lot of guts for you to 
come here today,’’ but 
another shouted, "we don't 
want sympathy — we want 
money" when Dole said he 
believed both President 
Carter and Agriculture Sec¬ 
retary Bob Bergland are 
sympathetic to farmers' 
problems. 

Senator John Melcher 
(D-Mont.) told the farmers, 

1 ‘We need you here and we 
need you organized...your 
predicament is one of the 
reasons the American 
economy Is in the doldrums 
we’ye got to have 
American agriculture mov¬ 
ing!; or we won’t have 
America moving." 

Following the rally, 16 of 
the fanners met at the 
White House with Carter’s 
domestic policy advisor 
Stuart Bisenstat, Carter's 
agriculture advisor Lynn 
East and deputy agriculture 
secretary John White, The 
farmers told reporters after 
the nearly three-hour meet- 
ing they got no satisfaction 
;) . and 1 felt administration 
officials were defending the 
hew farm bill. : / .

The farmers 1 strike 
"could be a significant or 
even a dominant market fac¬ 
tor in the season ahead," 
Cargill Investor Service 
president Dan Amstutz told 
a National Grain and Feed 
Assn, country elevator 
council meeting in Kansas 
City. 

However, in spite of 
farmers' efforts to achieve 
parity, Amstutz said, "I am 
not foreseeing higher loan 
prices in the coming year." 
Since President Carter is "a 
politician, not a states¬ 
man," there could be 
positive results, he said, 
and if enough pressure is 
brought to bear, it is 
possible to influence bur¬ 
eaucratic Washington. 

Amstutz termed increas¬ 
ing production and declin¬ 
ing prices “the plight of the 
farmer and the dilemma of 
the politicians." 


"There is no such thing 
os a 'little' deficit of food¬ 
stuffs," he said. Prices 
must rise until we reach the 
point of economic rationing, 
or they must rise until the 
government intervenes. 

"There also is no such 
thing as a 'little' too much 
foodstuffs." he said. Prices 
will sink to such levels that 
new demand is stimulated, 
or until the government acts 
to stimulate demand. 

The government holds 
the key to ultimate market 
prices, according to Am¬ 
stutz. Food demand is 
easier to predict because 
diotary considerations and 
overwhelming population 
increases are stable factors. 
Supplies are more difficult 
to project due to Interaction 
of price movements, pro¬ 
duction variables and gov¬ 
ernment action.
